The military talks were seen 
likely to signal more supplies of 
Soviet sophisticated weaponry, which 
has been flowing into Syria in large 
quantities since the Yom Kippur War 
of October 1973. The Syrians were 
believed to have sought Moscow's 
consent to supply them with new 
weapons, including latest warplanes 
and missiles. Their probable pretext 
is to counter the American F-16 jets 
and Lance missiles which Israel is 
due to get from the U.S. 

Judging from the meetings Assad 
had with Soviet chief Leonid Brezh~ 
nev, the Syrian leader’s talks in 
Moscow were nevertheless seen to 
have touched on the pursuit of poli~ 
tical efforts in the Middle East. The 
Soviets have so far declined to take 
a clear-cut position on e&ther of two 
alternatives now under considera~ 
tion: the achievement of a possible 
Syrian-Israeli interim settlement, 
Similar to that concluded recently 


between Israel and Egypt in the 
Sinal; or the discussion of an over- 
all Middie East settlement, at a 
resumed Geneva conference. 

Puzzling reports from Washing- 
ton yesterday said that the White 
House left open the possibility that 
President Gerald Ford may next 
month hold a conference with Assad 
in Europe, similar to that which 
the American leader had with 
tian President Anwar Sadat in Salz- 
burg, Austria, at the beginning of 
last June. 

Initial word that Ford and Assad 
might meet came from Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy, in 
a statement published in Cairo’s 
semi-official “Al-Ahram” newspaper 
on Friday. Fahmy made the remark 
while ridiculing Syria's continued 
verbal attacks against the unilateral 
Arab move which Exypt took in con- 
eluding the Sinai accord ἡ ι 


AT ODDS 


Cairo and Damascus remained at 
odds over the weekend on the Sinai 
accord issue, and all Arab efforts to 
reconcile them 90 far failed to bear 
any fruit. 

Jordan's Prime Minister Zaid

Phalangist 
chief mars 
cease-fire 


BEIRUT. — A sniper fired into a 
happy peace march of Mostems and 
Christians yesterday, killing a right- 
wing Phalangist party leader and 
disrupting efforts to defuse the Le- 
banése crisis. 

The incident increased the tension 
in Beirut as leaders of Moslem, 
Christian and Palestine terrorist 
groups worked to dismantle barri- 
cades and get their gunmen off the 
streets, 

The leaders converged on one of 
the worst trouble spots, the front 
line between the Moslem and Chris- 
tian suburbs of Chiah and Ain 
Rummaneh, where thousands of 
casualties have been recorded since 
April 
The Phalangist chief, Pierre Maz- 
ra’ani, crossed into Chiah from 
neighbouring Ain Rummaneh, a pre- 
dominantly Christian suburb, when 
army ccmmandos tore down road- 
blocks without hindrance from 
either side. 

Mazra'ani was accompanied by 
Danny Chamoun, the son of the In- 
terior Minister Camille Chamoun, 
Abu Hassan, Palestinian terrorist 
chief for the Beirut western sector, 
and other district leaders, witnesses 
said. 

Suddenly, a burst of gunfire 
sprayed the group and Mazra’‘ani 
was hit, while the others dived 
for cover. He died later in hospital. 

Four other Phalangists were re- 
perted missing and rightists In Ain 
Rummaneh seized a Moslem leader, 
Sheikh Yahkoub, and some of his 
followers in a reprisal action, police 
sources said. The Sheikh was later 
released unharmed. 

Interior Minister Camille Cha- 
moun conferred with Abu Hassan 
and other Palestinian terrorists on 
ways of solving this new crisis. 

Bashir Gemayel, head of the Pha- 
langist party militia and son of the 
party's leader, Pierre Gemayel, de- 
clared that the Chiah incident show- 
ed reconciliation is a farce. 

“We are against any reconcilia- 
tion, because with whom will you 
have a reconciliation and on what 
basis?” he asked. 


ISOLATED INCIDENTS. 

A Beirut radio broadcast at 7 
p.m. said security forces were still 
working to contain “individual and 
isolated incidents" which harmed 
the relaxation in the situation. 

It listed some roads in suburban 
areas where travel was still “risky” 
and said security forces were giving 
chase “to armed men who occasional- 
ly open fire.” 

In a late statement, Karami said 
that it was “natural that in an 
atmosphere such as the one which 
we are in some individual incidenta 
should take place, but they should 
not affect our march or our deter- 
mination to reach security and 
Stability... on the contrary, we 
should redouble our efforts.” 

The shooting incident marred gen- 
eral rejoicing when army com- 
mandos moved into the dividing 
streets between Chiah and Ain Rum- 
maneh and dismantled barricades. 

Citizens poured on to the streets, 
and those who had been killing 
each other 24 hours previously kis~ 
sed and threw flowers at security 
troops moving into a buffer zone. 

A jubilant Beirut radio announcer 
broadcast the news that “everyone 
is smiling everywhere.” 

In Tripoli, Lebanon's second lar- 
gest city, traffic aiso flowed freely 
through the streets for the first 
time in days. 

“I have promised to remove all 
barricades and armed men from the 
streets within 48 hours — after 
which normal life will return to 
the country,” Prime Minister Rashid 
Karami told reporters. 

Earlier, PLO head Yasser Arafat 
toured the Chiah-Ain Rummaneh 
trouble spot, after he had apparently 
urged leftist Lebanese forces to 
obey the violated cease-fire.

ALL HOSTAGES RELEASED 


S. American refugees 
get Algerian asylum 


BUENOS AIRES. — Ten Latin 
American refugees, who seized a 
UN office here three days earlier, 
freed their five remaining hostages 
on Friday night and went cheerfully 
to the airport where they left for 
asylum in Algeria. 

“We are delighted with the solu- 
tion and we are going to Algeria to 
work,” said a Brazilian refugee, 
the apparent leader whom the others 
called “number one.” The Brazilian 
did not give hig name and hid his 
face from cameramen. He was ac- 
companied by his wife, a Chilean 
referred to as “number two.” 

The families of the refugees met 
them outside the local office of 
the UN High Commission for re- 


fugees, which the 10 selzed Wednes- 


day, and left with them for the 
airport. 

The first freed hostage was 49- 
year-old Eduardo Biguardia, an Ar- 
gentine UN chauffeur. He drove one 
of the refugee cars to the airport. 
He said the refugees treated him 
well, but he was frightened at first 
when they produced gums. 

The 10 landed briefly in Milan 
early yesterday and were 
expected to continue on to Aigiers 
where the government was prepar- 
ing for them. Algeria had agreed to 
grant the group provisional exile. 
But the Algerians said if they want- 
ed to live and work in Algeria it 
would have to consult with the 
Chilean Resistance Movement which 
has an office there. (AP, Reuter)

WASHINGTON (AP). US. 
Undersecretary of State Joseph 
Sigco,-In a television interview said 
Friday the United States is pi 

to help resolve the Golan Heights 
dispute if the Syrians and Israelis 
desire such assistance. 

The Undersecretary for Political 
Affairs, appearing on the CBS 
“Morning News" programme, called 
the Golan Heights situation much 
more serious than the Sinai dis- 
engagement agreement which Israel] 
has just signed. 

Sisco, 8 specialist in Middle East- 
ern affairs, sald he expects it will 
be five months before American 
technicians get to the Sinai passes 
to help monitor the Israeli-Egypt- 
jan peace, 

He noted the technicians will be 
civilians, volunteers and not above 
200 in number. 

“We'll look for people with po- 
litical experience,” he said. He said 
the agreement creates new oppor- 
tunities for achieving peace in the 
Middle East.

Nasser’s daughter 


says she was hounded 


CAIRO (AP). — The daughter of 
the late Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser. charged two. of. her 
father’s aides Friday with “terroriz- 
dng” her family after his death in 
September 1970. 

In a signed article in “Al Gom- 
hourlya," Hoda, the eldest of Nasser’s 
five children, accused former In- 
terior Minister Sharawi Goma’a and 
former presidential secretary Sami 
Sharaf of “terrorizing us to a nerve 
wracking point. It went on until 
May 1971.” She gave no further 
details. 

Goma’a and Sharaf, two of Nas- 
ger’s closest aides, were arrested at 
that time after an unsucessful at- 
tempt to overthrow President Anwar 
Sadat. 

Hoda Nasser’s article was seen 
by observers as an attempt by the 
familly to identify with Sadat in 
the face of criticiams of the Nasser 
era.

MONEY — vital though it is — can- 
not by itself rehabilitate the retard- 
ed. Akim (Association for the 
Rehabilitation of Retarded Children) 
also needs the enlightened un- 
derstanding and moral support of 
the community. Without that, money 
to build kindergartens, sheltered 
workshops and other facilities for 
the retarded is not enough — since 
everyone wants such institutions 
built outkide his own neighbourhood. 

Next Wednesday, volmteers will 
go from house to house raising 
money for Akim. But who will raise 
the level of public understanding? 
How can we overcome old wives‘ 
tales about retardation being con- 
tagious, or retardates being sexual 
deviants? 

“I hate to have to say this," sald 
Zerach Elad, Secretary-General of 
Akim, “ but I think many people 
donate money to us as a sort of ran- 
som, to clear their consciences.and 
- sweep-the problem of the retarded 
Sback 1 under the rug for another year. 
“Often when we try to’ convince 
employers to hire well-trained, 
rehabilitated retardates who are 


capable of d the job, the poten- 
tial employer offers us a donation, 
but adds that he hag 


enough pe! 
problems without hiring the 
retarded.” 


Like all Israeli voluntary 
organizations, Akim needs the 
donations and by no means un- 
derestimates their importance. But 
what is the point of spending money 
to prepare the retarded for gainful 
employment in open industry if 
employers will not hire them? 


ONE MAJOR PROBLEM faced by 
Akim is resistance by residents of 
neighbourhoods in which the 
orgenization wishes to build hostels, 
nursery schools, kinder; and 
other rehabilitation facilities. People 
— and strangely enough the best- 
educated, including doctors and psy- 
chologists, are not immune to such 
ideas —. think the retarded are 
“dangerous,” or that their own 
healthy children will be in some way

_Alaska’s new fall-winter collec- 
tion is just that: a “collection” of 
elements designed to be “collected,” 
to give an individual, yet co- 
ordinated, final look.

burt by contact with them. 

Ganei Zahala is an example. Akim 
wants to establish a hostel for work- 
ing retarded in this prosperous, 
young community. Candidates for 
the hostel, as with those which Akim 
is already operating successfully In 
other parts of the country, would be 
carefully chosen for their ability to 
function in the community, care for 
themselves, get back and forth to 
their jobs in sheltered workshops or 
open industry, etc. These are young 
people, 18 and over, who can no 
longer remain at home because their 
parents are unable to care for them. 
They have, however, been 
rehabilitated and the hostel gives 
them the opportunity to live in the 


,community in a supervised, but not ... 


overly sheltered, environment. 


Fear of insults 


But the residents of Ganei Zahala 
object. They point out that their 
children will have to pass the hostel 
on their way to and from schooi, that 
the children may insult the retarded 
and that they, whether provoked or 
not, may attack their children. "ὙΠῸ 
last charge is totally baseless," Mr. 
Elad said. “As for the fear that 
their children may insult the retard- 
ed, that reminds me of the reasons 
given by the more refined anti- 
Semites for not wanting Jews in their 
neighbourhood. They don’t say that 
they don't want Jews, since that 
would not sound polite. They say in- 
stead that it would be better for the 
Jew to live elsewhere, since in that 
particular neighbourhood there are 
those who may hurt them."” 

First, the residents went to court, 
where their efforts to obtain a 
restraining order failed. The court 
case ended with a compromise:a 
committee of five professionals 
(doctors, psychologists, social 
workera, etc.) — three from Akim 
and two from among the residents of 
Ganei Zahala — were to select can- 
didates for the hostel. Akim was 
even willing to neutralize the 
numerical advantage the judge had 
given the organization and 
suggested that committee decisions 
be by general agreement and not by 
majority vote. 

But the residents were still not 
satisfied and asked the Tel Aviv 
Town Council to help find ‘‘another 
solution.” The Town Council also 
maintained that the hostel must be 
built, and Akim is now waiting for 
the residents’ next move. 

One resident of Ganeil Zahala 
wrote a letter to “Ha'aretz” In 
which, after restating the 
neighbourhood's objections to the 
hostel, he suggested that it be built in 


a district with an older population or

one under construction so that ‘new 
residents planning to purchase flats 
there will know the problem 
beforehand.” 

J asked Mr, Elad if it might not in- 
deed be better to build in 
neighbourhoods where there are 
fewer children and fewer fears, or 
excuses, about possible harm to them. 
or harm that may be caused to the 
retarded. When we wanted to build 
a hostel in Tivon, the neighbourhood 
in which the house was located was 
Populated by people over 50. They 
objected, too, so much so that we 
sold the property and built 
elsewhere, No, they diin't tell us to go 
look for a neighbourhood of young 
families, They didn't care where we 


_went,as long as it a it wae out,

“The real fear in Ganel Zahala is 
that property values will go down. 
Some of the residents even accused 
us of ‘taking money from the proper- 
ty owners by force’ since our act, 
they claim, would make their homes 
less valuable... Here, too, the idea of 
ransom by donation has come up. It 
has been more than hinted that they 
would arrange for the repurchase of 
the building so that we wouldn't lose’ 
money; and even in the letter in 
Ha’aretz you'll notice that the 
writer talks of willingness to ‘help 
solve the problem’.” 

In Netanya, parents are objecting 
vehemently to the construction of a 
kindergarten for the retarded. To- 
day, the Ministry of Education con- 
structs kindergartens so that two 
share one building, a sort-of two 
family cottage with separate 
quartera but a common wall and 
greatly lowered construction costs. 
Since in this case the other side of the 
building would be used by 
“healthy"children, those children’: 5 
parents object. 

In Kiryat Gat, efforts to build 2 
nursery school for retarded of pre- 
kindergarten age are also en- 
countering hostility from 
neighbours. 


AN INTERESTING phenomenon is 
that, In those cases where the in- 
stitutions are finally built over the 
residents’ objections, the fearful op- 
ponents soon become fast friends 
and loyal volunteers. ‘‘The problem 
is that people don’t know anything 
about mental retardation," Mr Elad 
said. ‘“‘The behaviour is based on 
fear, misconceptions and un- 
conscious prejudices. After they dis- 
cover that it really isn't so terrible, 


they are willing to help... We have 
audiovisual presentations and lec- 
turers, and try wherever E posaile to 
bring our _message_ serivce 
clubs, women’s See ition high’ 
schools and any other group which 
will listen. Secondary school pupils 
are willing volunteers, not only for 
fund-raising but also for direct work 
with retarded youth. With adults, un- 
fortunately, we have been less lucky. 
T don't know if groups refrain from 
inviting us because they do not know 
we have information material and 
the lectures or because the i 


subject 
makes them uncomfortable, or both. 


“When we run into people who op- 
pose our programmes in their 
neighbourhoods, I ask them why 
they give money to Akim. Nobody

“We have to duild our 
hotels and clubs_in_resideritial 
communities because we don't want 
to segregate the retarded into 
something like a Jeper colony. I can’t 
build a hostel on the second floor of 
an Akim workshop in an industrial 
area. 

“In the developed countries of the 
Western world, not only are there 
hundreds if not thousands of hostels, 
but often the hostels are housed in a 
few apartments within a regular 
apartment house in which ‘normal’ 
families live. And the neighbours 
accept it." 


The situation in the Arab sector 
within Israel is, interestingly 
enough, more benevolent. ''Because 
of the traditional Arab family struc- 
ture, the retarded are well-accepted 
within their families, Institutions do 
exist for those cases where life in the 
community is impossible.

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Frustrations of a reformer 


THE INDEPENDENT Liberal Party often gives the impression 
of seeking influence in government out of all proportion to 
its strength in the country. Nevertheless it happens once in 
a while that a small faction can bring out home truths which 
are obscured by the compromises and the deals arranged 
between the bigger political groups, which hold power. : 


The resignat 


tion of Gideon Hausner, of the ILP, Minister 


without Portfolio, from chairmanship of the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Efficiency and the Reorganization of Ministries, 
highlights the fact that productivity is always talked about 
and rarely applied. at least in the public service. There is 
continuous improvement, of course, through training and of- 
fice mechanisation. But major structural faults often remain 
uncorrected because the interest groups involved will not give 
up any part of what have become their fiefdoms. 

A lot of attention is being devoted to the committee’s re- 
commendation that the Social Welfare Ministry, which has for 
many years been headed by a National Religious Party re- 
presentative, should be absorbed by the Labour Ministry, 
which has always been headed by a Labour Party man. Plain- 
ly, it is factional issues that frustrate the fusion. But Mr. 
Hausner points out that there ere mergers recommended be- 

τ tween units held by the same political party, which also get 


no attention. 


The Public Works Department is part of the Labour Min- 
istry. The committee recommended that it be merged with the 


Housing 


Ministry to form a new Ministry for Construction 


and Population. Both Labour and Housing are headed by 
Labour Party nominees. Yet neither will surrender any of its 
appendages. Vocational-training schools are divided between 
the Education and Labour ministries. They should all be con- 
centrated in one body, preferably the Education Ministry. 
There is no party issue here either; yet nothing is done. 

It must be conceded that not all proposals for pooling 
have unquestioned justification. The act of shifting a depart- 
ment from one ministry to another is not guaranteed to save 
lots of money and personnel every time. 

Nor ean individual ministries ever become totally self-suf- 
ficient. If a super-Ministry of Constraction and Population is 
established, with responsibility for all construction activities in 
the State — building zones will still belong to the Lands 
Administration (under the Ministry οἵ Agriculture), and town- 
Planning will stay with the Interior Ministry. If road-building 
is transferred from Labour to Construction, the control of 
road traffic still remains with the Transport Ministry. 

It could be argued that, in any case, there already exists 


a top coordinating authority — the Treasury, 


operating 


through the State budget. But what offends Hausner is not 
that rational arguments could be advanced against his com- 
mittee’s proposals. It is that the stage of argument is never 
reached. The recommendations are simply shelved, like those 
of previous efficiency committees. No one can be bothered 
to tackle the vested interests concerned. All reforms hurt 
somebody. If nobody is to be hurt, better not to talk about 


reform in the first place.

_ Immigrants’ 
one-year 
passport 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Unlike Israel citizens who 
have full rights and whose passport 
is valid for five years, immigrants 
who have been in Israel less than 
three years receive a passport for 
only one year. According to the rele- 
. vant law (251-A), a passport cannot 
be extended without the authoriza- 
tion of the Department of Immigra- 
tion of the Ministry of Interior. This 
puts any Israeli at the mercy of the 
administration, but in particular 
new immigrants. 
1.4. PRIVOROTSEIT 
Tel Aviv, August 20, 
The Ministry of Interior replies: 

Contrary to other countries which 
grant citizenship and a passport to 
newcomers only after three to five 
years, we give citizenship to im- 
migrants upon arrival in accordance 
with the Law of Return. 

Past experience has shown that 
many immigrants have no intention 
of settling here and use Israel as a 
springboard to other countries. They 
exploit the legal situation in order to 
take out an Israel passport. 


In order to prevent such exploita-. 


tion, the Ministry of Interior decided 
not to grant passports to immigrants 
who are less than one year in the 
country and to grant passports valid 
for one year only to immigrants who 
have lived here between one and 
three years.
